The ship bad evidently been on firo 


Home time, the flnm»s having full con- 
trol of tlio forwara portion. The fore 
mast bad gouu by tlie board. The top- 
gallant forecastle v as a sea of flrc. 
Tho mainmast was already tottering, 
end I knew there w IB no time to lose. 
The smoke wai den>.e and stifling, but 
as yet did not affect the extreme after 
portion or tlie vesse1. Th» decks were 
strewn with remnants of provisions, 
half open cases and articles of cloth- 
Ing, 
but no trace if a human being 


could be seen. 


Diving down Into the main cabin, 


which wns half filled with blaek twist- 
ing smoke, I took -a hasty glance 
about. 
Tlie rich hangings, appoint- 


ments anil ornamentation surprised me, 
showing that the un 'ortunato ship had 
been designed to car 17 passengers.

In return she toll! me that her la- 


ther was the Senor Joso Gonzalea of 
Santos, the wealthiest planter In the 
country. She had l^eeu on a visit to 
Spain, where her father had n largo 
number of relations and had taken 
passage for home In the Spanish ship. 


Tho 111 fated vesst 1, by some means 


to her unknown, hoi caught firo dur- 
ing the night. A I anlc ensued, and, 
overcome by terror, she fainted away. 
Probably, In the excitement and alarm 
which followed, her absence was over- 
looked, and when tha bopls shoved off 
from the ship the Scnorlta Mario Gon- 
lalos was loft unoonnclons In her state- 
room to-perish.

Queer Conjuring Feats of the 


Seventeenth Century. 


SOME QUAINT OLD RECIPES. 


Little Experiments In Which Boiling 


Heads Off Living Animals Was an 
Incident—How They Killed a Horse 
and Cured Him Again. 


Oonjurcrs In ancient times were not 


rery respectable members of society. 
When successful they eujoyed tbe ren- 
ntation of Imvlng sold their souls to tbo 
evil one, and wheu of Inferior ability 
they gained notoriety- by being eltuer 
.drowued or Inn-ned. 
The mediaeval 


magtelaus ns well as tlie Egyptian 
inagl nnd tlie Chaldean sages wore ouly 
a strange mixture oC chemist, conjurer 
aud charlatan, mid as these gentlemen 
were in the liablt of using their sup- 
posed occult powers ta their own ad- 
vantage tliey were nnrurally unpopu- 
lar. 
Tbe feats oC jugglery performed 


by these craftsmen were Intended for 
tlie mystification and not the anmse~ 
mcnt of the public, and for centuries 
conjuring Imd to It only a black side. 


The amateur conjurer of today Is not 


always a popular Individual, save with, 
children ami the unsophisticated yokels. 
To tlio general public be Is merely a 
bore of greater or less magnitude, 
whose performance Is so obvious as to 
deceive no one. It Is bard to reallzo 
that tills person is no mere mushroom 
growth of modem society, but In point 
of fact bis rolo Is one of a respectable 
antiquity, for he Is to be found tread- 
Ing close upon tlie heels of the magi- 
cians and In the days when witchcraft 
was still rampant. This Is significant 
of his reputation even In those early 
times, for bad any one taken his, tricks 
seriously he would doubtless have been 
run to earth and done to death as a 
wizard. 


In tbe middle of the seventeenth 


century, In the earliest years of the 
restoration, a number of tricks were 
published In one of those facetious 
books which secui to have occupied 
the press to a great extent at this time, 
but which owing to their popularity 
have forjthc most part perished. The 
chief recommendation of the greater 
number of thusc tricks Is that no ap- 
paratus beyond the utensils of every 
day life Is necessary; also It Is sug- 
gested to tbe performer that he can 
make some small profit out of his en- 
tertainment by prevailing on Ills audl- 
'ence to bet with him on the result of 
the trick. 


"To set a liorse's or an asse's head 


upon a man's head ana shoulders" 
seems impossible out of the land of 
Faery, but wo are Informed that by 
boiling the bead cut 
off 
a living 


animal "the flesh boyl'd may runne 
Into oyle." and then by mingling the 
hair beaten into powder with this 
oil and anointing tho heads of the 
standers-by "they shall seem to have 
horses' or nsses1 heads"—a costly ex- 
periment and fearsome If successful. 


But, 
besides this, one can "make peo- 


ple seeni'headlesse," and this without 
bloodshed and by tho following simple 
recipe: ''Break arsenlck very fine and 
boylc it with sulphur in a cover'd pot 
and kindle it with a new candle, and 
the standers-hy will socm to be head- 
lesse." 
Doubtless a strong imagina- 


tion Is necessary for success. 


Some of Ihe tricks are such as would 


nowadays cause the performer to be 
disliked, to put It mildly. For instance, 
"have a nut filled with ink and give 
this unto another and bid him crack It 
and sco what he can find in that," 
which being done "will cause much 
laughter." 


"To keep a Tapster from frothing jiis 


pots" must have been an amusement 
to tbe wags of the period, and for this 
."provide In reaflluesse the sldn o£ a red 
Herlng, and when the Tapster is ab- 
sent do but rub a little ou the Inside 
of his pots, and he will not bo able to 
froth them, do- what he can, in a 
good while after." 


"To counterfeit a diamond with a 


white sapbir" is a most useful accom- 
plishment, but tho fraud Is likely in 
these days to be discovered and is 
more a chemical experiment than a 
trick. 


Several 
tricks 
are recommended 


which have animals as their subject 
and are for the most part brutal to 
our modern ideas. Perhaps the least 
objectionable is "to seem to kill a 
Horse and cure him again," wrhlch 
may be thus accomplished: 


"Take the seed of henbane and give 


•It the Horse in his Provender, and it 
will cast him Into such a deep sleep 
that he will seem dead. 
If you will 


recover him again, rub his Nostrils 
with Vinegar, and he will seem to be 
revived." The "seem to be revived" 
sounds rather ominous, and it is to -be 
'noted that tlie correct quantity of hen- 
bane is not mentioned, so that It might 
be best to make this experiment ou 
sonic one else's horse. 
- "To make a shoal of Goslings draw 
a Timber logge" sounds interesting, 
but .unfortunately the directions are 
vague. "To make a shoal of Goslings 
or a Gaggle of Geese to seem to draw 
a Timber logge is done by tbe verle 
means that is us'd when a Cat draws 
a fool through a Pond, but handled 
somewhat further off from the Be- 
holders."—London Standard.
